c.ition. Some time sinee we publishe 1 
a rec»»nimendation or Fyrethrum i he 
plano'sipplyini? It ist*^" mix it w th t'o-.tr. 
at tlie rat" of one ounce ot the powder to 
liveuun es ofllje four, and thinl} du^t it 
over the infesteil plants. Jt is also sonie- 
tini> « nsnd in solution, one ounce of the 
pow lei' to ten gal ons of waier. it is 
said lh;it both of these will destroy not 
oniv the rabbage worm Luta'.most any 
otlKT insert that may up'ju the pl:int. 
But ryrelhrum is high pr.ced, and that 
wouhf prevent its untVerirol adopt' on. 

Pruf. Thoma-, however, mentions 
another remedy whiih is wltliin the 
reaeh of any one, an 1 which is said to 
be eti'ectual. It to:lsi!^ts of etjual parts 
of saltpeter and salt, dissolved in "hot 
water, and *liiute.l with cold water. 
Siirinkle this upon the plants during 
the liotit St part of tl;e day while the 
sun is shining upon them. The propor- 
tions of the salt, saltpe'er aid water 
are as above descril ed with reference 
to the two tir-!t. and diluted with t* n or 
twelve quarts of water. A rule of 
roportlons cannot, however, be inflaxl- 
•le. for some saltpeter is a great deal 
stronger than other samples. Prof. 
Thomas says he tried it on some horse- 
radish leaves on which there were abont 
a do/.en worms. He used a tablespoon- 
fnl of salt and saltpeter each, dis^uh ed 
in a eup of hot water and afterward 
dilute<l with two quails of cold water. 
He s])rinkled the leaves at half-past 
nine o'clock in the forenoon, when the 
sun was shining brightly. Two days 
later but two of the worms remained 
alive, its etl'ect u^on the leaves was 
not seriously detrimental, although 
there were a few quite lar^ spots that 
were killed by the solution. In the 
month of September following he 
s|)rinkle:l another cluster of horse-rad- 
ish leaves that were badly infested, us- 
ing a soljation of one-fourth of the same 
kind of saltpeter and salt, and dilutin^: 
it with a quart of water. This was put 
onto the idants at half-past eleven 
o'clock, when the sun was shining 
brightly, but it had no effect up<m the 
worms, from winch it would a])]iear 
that to b ' certainly etlective it must be 
strong em Ml gh to injure more or less 
any plant that is not hardier than^he 
horse ra«l!sh However, it may be 
worth irymg as an experiment on a 
small scale. 

Hot w.iter, which is so strongly nx*- 
ommcnded. Prof. Thomas does not ap- 
provie of as a remedy, alleging that It 
cannot be used at a sufttcleiitly high 
temperature to kill the worms without 
Injury to the plant. One gardener is 
quoted as recommending London pur- 
ple.

Absence of the Small Boy in Saxony. 

I was some weeks in Germany before 
I missed the small boy, probably 1)6- . 
cause I had but littlethne to think of him, 
there were so many new and beantiful 
things to be seen, and probably because 
It is almost absolutely necessary that he-, 
shall be near you onoe in a while in or- 
der that his absence may be thoroti^hly 
felt and thoroughly enjoyed when ho 
retires. But, anyhow, it gradually be- 
gan to dawn upon my mind that 1 had 
not seen him since ray arrival. I searched 
for him along the 'magnificent boule- 
vards of lierlin, through the glorious ' 
avenues of Dresden, along the narrow 
and crowded thoroughfares of Old Leip- 
sio, and, finally, in the crowds that 
surge throufjh the quaint and crooked 
streets of Chemnitz, but I found him 
not. I went to the theaters expecting to 
see hli shaggy head sticking out orer ' 
the upper balcony, or to find him pep- 
pering tlie people in the uurqueUe with 
paper wads, bnt I was dtsappntntad. I 
even sought him in the circus, and 
waited patiently to hear his savage veil 
and his shrill whistle, but in vain. Not 
a trace of his existence could I find. If 
he ha^ ever lived and had his bein^ in 
the dominions of the Emperor William 
he had entirely disappeared befora I 
arrived. 

I don't know but that my first 
thoughts upon making this discovery 
were pleasant ones, and I am not sure 
but that I hailed his absence with feel- 
ings of ol unmixed delight. I was in- 
clined to look npoil hit downfall Md ex- 
termination as one of the results of a 
higher and happier civilization than we 
enjoy in Aownca. I noticed that the 
law was iB^me in Germany, and that 
it had routed out gamblers, bunko- 
steerers, tramps, garroters, burglars, 
ward bummers, and other enemies of 
society and disturbers of the peace, and 
it struck me that it had not spared even 
the small boy, but swept him away, 
too, at public nnitanoe and • IMaf 
menace to the happiness of the people. . 

But I missed nim, and the more I 
missed him the more I felt that, if it 
were possible. I would like to gaze 
upon his machievous, dirty, happy-go- 
lucky face again. I would even allow 
him to trip me up on a piece ol oran^ 
peel, and undergo the torture of his in- 
born satire as my heels went up, if I 
could only enioy hit disreputable so- 
ciety for ten minutes. 

The German people feel no longings 
for him, lor they have never known him. 
They have never seen a very angry and 
excited dog running through the street 
hotly pursued by a tin can ; they have 
never witnessed the anguish of two in- 
nocent and unsuspecting cats whose 
tails were firmly united with a piece of 
fishline; they are unacquainted with 
the stove-pipe hat In whlohls hidden 
the silent but potent brickbat ; never 
have they stooped to pick up the ple- 
thoric pocket-book from the sidewalk, 
only to find that it vanishes like a 
dream; to them a soaped doorst^ 
would be an awe-inspiring novelty, 
the Saxon lover hat Mrer felt the 
pangs excited by the bent pin on the 
chair which his sweetheart^s younger 
brother has prepared for him, nor upon 
bidding adieu Ml he found liii hat to 
be full of flonr and confusion. No 
honest wayfarer walks the street with a 
hand-bill pinned toiiil oo»t-Uil. There 
is not an instance on record where the 
key-holes of the Saxon*s house have 
been filled with puttj. and str«et-l»inpt

The wheat, barley, audi oat crops have 
ing been fully set forth iti former reports, 
a brief summary will be safflcient to indi- 
cate Both the acreage yfefd and the aggre- 
gate product of these crops throughout the 
state. By a summing up of the acreage 
yield as reported from over seventy coun- 
"titM, I find the average of wlio it to be 14J 
l^ushels. As this result is obtained by 
Mrdrnlf toglflhittne' reported a(^reage yield 
in each county, nnd di\ iding by the num- 
ber of counties, the result is necessarily de- 
ceptive. By doing this, the largest and 
best wheat growing counties count for no 
more than nie smallest and poorest. The 
result obtained is, however, sufficiently 
accurate to Indicate the general crops. 
Taking the entire state together, and giv- 
ing the large wheat-growing counties their 
doe weight in the calculation, and the 
average acreage yield cannot fall far short 
uf eightcfen bnsbels. By the same process 
I find the average acreage yield of barley 
to be forty ancf a fraction bushels. By 
the same process I find the average acre* 
age yield of barley to be forty and a frac- 
tion bushels. This I am sure is by twenty 
per cent, an overestimate. The oat crop 
ascertained by the same mode of calcula- 
tion, shows an acreage yield of 23} bush- 
els. 

The three other i)riucipal crops are corn, 
tobacco and hemp. 

Corn' Ci:mi — The returns ostimate<l bv 
percentages give 5^ per cent, over a full 
crop, or 103} as compared to a full crop. 
This relates to the product, and not to the 
acreage, as estimated from the most relia- 
ble information obtainable, is from 5 to 8 
per cent, over that of last year. The per- 
centage in product over a full crop is 
attributable to tl^e extraordinary crops 
grown in Southwestern Kentucky, it being 
claimed for that section that the crop is 
better than it has been at any time within 
the past twenty-flve years. The crop in 
the rest of the state is but a fair avi^iage. 

ToB.\cco — The summary of the returns 
throughout the state shows 9S^ per cent, 
of a full crop. I make no question that 
there has been a full crop grown. The 
acreage planted was large, and while the 
first bait of the season was unfavoiable to 
its growth, the last half was all that could 
be desired, and the outcome was wonder- 
ful. In three of the principal white bur- 
ley counties, viz : Owen, Bracken and Ma- 
son, the crop is somewhat short compared 
with former years, but this is more than 
made up for by the counties in northern 
interior Kentucky that have in the last 
few years entered upon its production. 
South of the river, ^Iercer, Bovle, Madi- 
son, and Garrard are also raising it to a 
greater or less extent, their 'foils having 
proven to be esj^ecially adapted to its 
growth. The white bur ley crop especi- 
ally will aggregate a full one. and a large 
part of it promises to be of fine quality. 
There is complaint of barn burning to'a [ 
limited extent in some of the counties. ' 
This resulted from the warin Weathei, and 
being crowded in badly ventilated barns. 
No damage h is been reported from this 
cause in the dtstrieM in Which the dartter 
and hardier grades are grown' 

He.mp — The hemp crop proves to l)e the 
only short crop grown irt the state, the di- 
minished acreage and the inferior product 
bringing it down to not more than 70 per 
cent, of a full crop. 

RvE— The average yield of rye per acre, 
as shown by the footings up from 44 coun- 
cuunties, is 13 bushels. Thiscrop is grown 
in the State to but a small eittent compared 
with the other small grain crops. I have 
repeatedly urged the sowing of it lar^jeiy, 
to be plowed under green as a fertilizer. 
In Montgomery county it has been suc- 
cessfully tried as a fertilizer lor tobacco, 
and in one Instfiiice wliere it has been used 
in this way, five successive crops of tobacco 
have been grown on the same ground, 
each crop being bc^tter than the preceding 
one. W here sowh ^ a'fflcti|iser, if dip be 
grazed through the Winter winter' apfi 
early spring with sheep to advantage, 
sheep Si'dAi^ beiii(]|r fho very best of 
manures. ' ' '

As the gathering season progresses, the 
evidences accumulate that the vield is 
large, and the (juality is exceptionally fine. 

Hog Crop. — ^'^'h^re are 81) per cent of a 
hog crop reportM' in thto state, and out 65 
per cent, of stock hogs. Certainly corre- 
spondents pvfr estimate in both instance 
or else the almost universal estimate is 
greatly variant from the true state of case. 
The trutb is, we m \y deem ourselves for- 
tunate if enough hogs are fattened in the 
state for home purposefl. ' 

Live Stock is in good healthy condition 
throughout the state, with the exception 
of cholera amongst the bogs in a few lo- 
calities, and a disease amongst t attle in a 
part of Bourbon county similar in its 
symptoms to bloody murrain. It Is quite 
fatal, and so far has pr<)veii beyond veter- 
inarv slcill to manage it. |t is evidently 
produced from someiocal cause. Whether 
contagious or not, and to whateittent, is 
not determined. The development of a 
fatal disease amongst cattle in Kcntuoky, 
and in A-Ooiiniy containing sis many tine 
herds as any other in the state. Is alarm- 
io^, and if contagious, ought to be exter- 
minated by ths same rigid measures 
adopted in the eastern states and in Great 
Britain.

Liability of Contagion. 

M. Hilhiiret, in the namo of a com- 
mission composed of MM. II. Uoger, 
Bergeron and Hillairet, read before the 
Academic de Medecine a report in reply 
to the inquiry addressed to the Academy 
bjthe Minister of Public Instruction, 
as to how long a pupil affected with a 
contagious disease should be kept away 
from Ischool. 

TlM report oonstdered the following 
diseases: Varicella, variola, scarlatina, 
rubeola, mumps and diphtheria, and 
the conclusions are as follows : 

Varicella, whose progress is often ir- 
regular, may require ten or twelve days 
tor the fall of the crusts. The isolation 
shonld be about twenty-five davs. 

Variola has prodromic i)eriod of three 
to four days ; four or five days for erup- 
tion ; three or four days of suppuration ; 
desioeation requires three days; fall of 
the crusts, six days. Then conies a 
period of farfuraceous desquamation 
withoat definite limit, f solatfon should 
not be less than forty days. 

In scarlatina the period of invasion 
occupies from six to forty-ei^ht hours, 
or exceptionally three days ;the emotion 
is completed ia from five to ei/ht days; 
desquamation commences on the four- 
teenth or fifteenth day and Inni Irom 
fifteen to twenty-six dayi. Isolation 
shonUl last forty days. 

Rubeola has a prodromic period of 
three to lour days ; exception ally, from 
six to eight or even twelve days ; the 
eruption is completed in twelve or forty- 
eight hours, tlien It declines for twenty- 
four hours; desquamation lasts from 
eight to fifteen days. Isolation for forty 
davs will be sufficient. 

Mnropt, as a rule, has a duration in 
ordinaiy cases of six days. Convales- 
cence lasts from six to seven days. If 
anv complication of metasw^is occurs 
it fasts usually about nine days. Isola- 
tion for twenty-five days is sufficient. 

The duration of diphtheria is very va- 
riable, bnt isoUrtleiii ihonld be maintained 
for at least forty days. 

The commission consequently pro- 
pose the adoption of the following meas- 
ures: 

1. Pupils affected with chicken-pox, 
8maU>>pox, scarlet fever, measles, 
mnmps or diphtheria should be strtotly 
isolated from their comrades. 

For smilLiyoa, soariat iaver, mea- 
lies and diphtheria isolation should not 
be shorter thNlifairty days ; for chicken- 
pox and mnmpflp Iwonty-five days is 
enough. 

8. Isolation shonld laat natfl irflar the 

patient has been bathed. 

4. The clothing worn by the patient 
at the time he was taken sick should be 
subjected to a teasperature of 90 d<^. C. 
(194 Fabr.) and to ndphor irN^i #tHi 
th«n well sooured. • '!
